Now  know  ye  that  for  divers  causes  and  con¬ 
siderations,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  ease 
and  convenience  of  Our  loving  subjects,  We  have 
thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Execu¬ 
tive  Council  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
to  hereby  convoke,  and  by  these  presents  enjoin 
you,  and  each  of  you,  that  on  Monday,  the  20th  day 
of  October,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  you  meet  Us  in  Our  said  Legislature  or 
Parliament  of  Our  said  Province,  at  Our  City  of 
Victoria,  FOR  THE  DISPATCH  OF  BUSINESS, 
to  treat,  do,  act,  and  conclude  upon  those  things 
which,  in  Our  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia,  by  the  Common  Council  of  Our  said 
Province,  may,  by  favour  of  God,  be  ordained. 


“GAME  ACT.” 


PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  II  is

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  10th  August, 
1923,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating 
that  by  Order  in  Council,  dated  the  20tli  November, 
1922  (P.C.  2393),  authority  was  granted  for  the 
issue  of  a  joint  lease  for  grazing  purposes  under 
the  regulations  for  the  administration  of  grazing 
lands  in  the  Railway  Belt  of  British  Columbia, 
approved  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  13th  May, 
1910,  and  subsequent  Orders  in  Council  covering 
Sections  3,  4,  5,  0,  7,  S,  9,  10,  10,  17,  IS,  South 
Halves  of  Sections  23  and  24,  Township  19,  Range 
21 ;  and  Sections  32  and  33,  Township  IS,  Range 
21,  west  of  the  Gth  meridian,  to  Messrs.  A.  Fehr, 
II.  M.  Yasey,  II.  A.  Ferguson,  Raymond  Leighton, 
C.  A.  Jarboe,  Alfred  Cameron,  and  The  British 
Columbia  Fruitlands,  Limited,  regardless  of  the 
fact  that  they  already  hold  under  lease  jointly 
more  than  25,000  acres  of  Dominion  lands.

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
yg(V7  ’’—whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway.  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other¬ 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what¬ 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of
